b) a molded, integral, unitary electrical ]y-noncondtJctive 
overmolded body connected to and surrounding 
substantially all of said initiator subassembly except 
for an exposed portion of said connector end, wherein 
.said body provides structural support and installation 
orientation features. 

2. (original) The initiator of claim 1, wherein said connector 
end of said header a^yembly comprises t"wn electrode pins. 

.3. (original) The initiator of claim 2, wherein sci i d electrode 
pins project outwardly from said body. 

4. {previously presented) The initiator of claim 3, wherein one 
of said electrode pins is a ground pin and the other is an 
isolated electrode pin.

8. (previously presented) A method for making an axicomotive 
pyrotechnic: initiator having an overmoJded body, comprising the 
s teps of : 

a) providing an initiator subassembly including a can 
loaded with a pyrotechnic charge, and a header assembly 
having an igniter wire and a connector end; and, 

b) molding an integral, unitary, electrical ly- 
nonconductivo, overmolded body around said subassembly, 
such that said body io connected to and surrounds 
substantially all of. s<aid initiator subassembly except 
I. ox- an exposed portion of said connector end, wherein 
said body provides structural support and installation 
orientation features. 

9. (original) The method of claim 8 f wherein said step of 
providing includes providing an initiator subassembly wherein 
said connector end of said header assembly comprises two 

e lectr o ci o pin s . 

10. (previously presented) The method of claim 9, wherein said 
step of providing includes providing an initiator subassembly 
that includes a ground pin and an isolated electrode pin. 
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11. (original} The method oi claim 9, wherein said step of 
molding includes molding said body such that an exposed portion 
of each, of said electrode pins projects outwardly, from said 
body . 

.12. {original) The method of claim [) , wherein said step oi 
molding includes injecting molten material, into a mold in which 
sa i d i. n i t i a t o r :3 uba s s emb 1 y is placed. 

13. (previously prp^enred) The method o£ claim 12, wherein said 
Gtop of molding includes injecting molt&n material lutu aaid 
moid under pressure.
